Most of us might struggle to imagine a world without supermarkets. It’s difficult to comprehend that just 
over one hundred years ago, everything for dinner couldn’t be bought from only one place. In fact, you 
weren’t even able to pick out the food yourself! Before the first supermarket (Piggly Wiggly in Tennessee, 
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USA), customers had to hand their shopping list to the store clerk, who would then collect those items into a 
bag. In 1916 though, at Piggly Wiggly, shoppers could choose their own products for the first time. This was 
revolutionary in many ways. Before, you were simply given what was available in store. But at Piggly 
Wiggly, the customer had the power of choice and products had to compete with each other to catch the 
consumer’s eye. This meant that companies began to redesign their products and focus on branding for the 
first time. This also led to the redesign of food aisles: supermarkets could influence choices by arranging 
things in places where they most appealed to the customer, such as putting sweets at children’s eye level or 
at the checkout so they became “impulse purchases.” The supermarket model began to bring in more 
revenue as customers preferred doing all their shopping at once; shoppers no longer had to head to “the 
butcher, the baker, and the candlestick maker”! Food actually became cheaper too as employees had less to 
do than before and were therefore paid less. Although this self-service style was not beneficial for the 
employees’ salaries, it was lucrative for the supermarket owners and consumers who could now save money 
as well as time.

The country of Wales, in the southwest of the island of Great Britain, is known for its dramatic coastline and 
mountainous national parks. It also has its own 72 unusual language: Welsh. Outside Britain, few people 
have ever heard of Welsh (and even fewer have heard it spoken), but this language has existed in Britain 
longer than any other: it arrived around a thousand years before English! However, after centuries of 
discrimination by the UK government, the Welsh language has suffered and declined. Welsh speakers are 
not used to their language being considered interesting or cool; so in 2019 when Alffa, a teenage rock music 
duo from rural North Wales, exceeded one million plays through online streaming services with a 
Welshlanguage song, everyone was surprised.

Scientists have come across something they have never seen before: lumps in the 
neck of a dinosaur. They believe that these were caused by a virus that affected breathing. The fossil that led 
to this finding was of a long-necked herbivorous, or plant-eating, dinosaur that the scientists have 
nicknamed Dolly. This dinosaur was discovered in 1990 in Montana, USA, and it is thought to be around 
150 million years old. When looking at the neck, scientists located peculiar bony bumps in places that would 
have been connected to the dinosaur’s lungs. Due to this location, it is believed that the viral infection that 
affected this dinosaur was a respiratory illness. Usually, diseases that affect breathing don’t have an impact 
on bones, so Dolly must have been very ill. Although this wasn’t great for Dolly, it is exciting for those 
interested in the life of dinosaurs. Most diseases affect the organs and skin rather than the skeleton. But it is 
that hard organic matter that is most likely to be preserved in fossils, which are all that scientists have 
available to investigate the things that affected dinosaurs’ bodies. When looking for signs of illness in 
dinosaurs from millions of years ago, most of the evidence so far has only been found in their teeth, knees, 
and elbow joints. Experts can study these issues and determine more about the evolution of dinosaurs; in 
fact, the infection that Dolly had seems to be almost identical to one found in birds today; a fact that further 
confirms the link, first revealed in the 19th century, between these animals.

Marriage is one of the oldest human institutions and is celebrated all over the world. It’s hardly surprising, 
therefore, that, over time, different cultures have developed unique ways of marking this special moment in 
family life, often with hidden meanings. Confetti is commonly used across the globe to shower newlyweds 
with colourful bits of paper after a wedding ceremony. But this Italian word actually refers to sugared 
almonds, a traditional treat given to wedding guests. In the past, these extremely hard sweets were 
sometimes thrown at the couple! It’s easy to see why people switched to using paper cut-outs instead. 
Meanwhile, in Germany, it’s not uncommon for the happy couple to receive a long, two-person saw with a 
handle at each end, in a tradition called Baumstammságen. The bride and groom must each take one of the 
handles and cut through a log by pushing and pulling until the blade severs the wood in two. This is meant to 
symbolise the struggles of married life and the mutual give and take needed in a successful and long-lasting 
relationship. However, there are many wedding traditions where the symbolism is less clear. The people of 
the Tidong community in Malaysia have a custom that is quite baffling to foreigners: for three whole days 
and nights after the wedding, the newly married couple are not allowed to use the toilet! During this time, 
they are given only tiny quantities of food and drink, while friends and family members are specially chosen 
as guards to ensure they don't escape.

In 2020, the 
coffee market was estimated to be worth $102 billion. Millions of people around the globe start their 
morning with a cup of coffee. In addition to making coffee at home, many people frequent coffee houses 
that specialise in serving various forms of coffee and play a certain role as public spaces. 
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Legend has it, coffee was discovered in Ethiopia by the goat herder Kaldi. He noticed that after his 
goats ate some red berries (the fruit containing coffee beans) they demonstrated great energy.

We've all done it: A friend asks how they look in some new clothes; the truth is, they look terrible, 
but it seems rude to say that. It's not worth upsetting them, so you just tell them the little white lie that they 
look great and you go on with your day.

Well, think again. It turns out that most people can cope with and even want to hear the truth. 
Researchers at the University of Chicago came to this conclusion after carrying out three experiments to find 
out what happened when people interacted with others in an honest way. 

Participants in the first experiment were assigned the task of maintaining honesty and kindness in 
every conversation they had for three days. The second experiment, lasting just two hours, was conducted in 
a laboratory environment, and researchers gave participants personal and possibly difficult questions to 
discuss honestly with someone close to them. The third experiment took place over a week and participants 
were asked to give truthful negative feedback to someone close to them regarding recently lived 
experiences. 

In each test situation, participants anticipated honesty to be less pleasant and less relationship 
building than it proved to be. However, the results indicated that the honest conversations were more 
satisfying for both the speaker and the listener, who reacted a lot less negatively than the speaker expected 
in all instances. 

The researchers' findings suggested that when people avoid being honest, they may be making a 
mistake. This is because avoiding honesty means that individuals don't get to do many of the things they 
may actually appreciate in the long run.

However, we now know how 
this wonderful event is generated. The Sun ejects energised particles from its upper atmosphere, creating 
what is called a solar wind. Once this wind slams into our own upper atmosphere, the particles are deflected 
towards Earth’s poles, depositing energy and causing our atmosphere to become bright green. 

As they are a natural occurrence, the probability of seeing the northern lights depends on a number of 
factors. This means that there are specific times and conditions in which it is best to try and experience 
them. The best time to see the northern lights is on dark, clear nights in the winter when the Moon is also at 
its dimmest, so only the lights would illuminate the skies. Generally speaking, September to April are 
usually the best viewing months. 

Regarding the best locations to see the northern lights, they are places in the far northern hemisphere, 
usually deep into the Arctic Circle. Some of the most renowned places to see them include cities like 
Tromso in Norway and the wilderness of Swedish Lapland.
